Plenty Raw Material in America, 
but Riding Talent Is Scarce. 



Empire City’s Races for Novices 
May Help — Schools for Stable 
Hands Probable. 
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ENTRIES TO AMERICA’S RICHEST RACE WHITNEY EXPECTATIONS AT SARATOGA 



NEW YORK, N. V., July 19.— The sale of the 
contract on apprentice jockey Lawrence Fator liy 
Stuart Polk to Samuel C. Hildreth for $15,000 is 
proof that riding talent on American race tracks 
is scarce and emphasises the importance of giving 
races frequently in which novices will have a chance 
to acquire the art of jockeyship. 

It was with this end in view that the Empire City 
Racing Association placed two events on its pro- 
gram open only to boys thuv Pave never won a 
race, and the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
has now advised that such races shall be given 
at all meetings under its jurisdiction. The Empire 
plan carries a donation of $25 to the fortunate 
apprentice. This sum will buy a pair of boots and 
riding breeches and render the youngster independ- 
ent instead of having to borrow his equipment 
from one of the older riders, as is now the case. 

It was through the medium of these races for 
apprentices that Danny Malier, George Odom, Win- 
nie 'tVCommr, Grover Fuller and other riders of the 
premier class were developed in former days. The 
winter tracks wlier « promising novice can ride 
six races a day have been a great factor in jockey 
development also, as they bring swift promotion 
to those in the expert class. They make good riders, 
l>esides furnishing a chance for the poorer class of 
horses to pay their way, and incidentally assist in 
stabilizing the breeding industry. 

It was the winter meeting in Havana — 1917-1918 — 
that brought Harry Lunsford into prominence. He 
was unknown in December, 1917, but the following 
spring E. B. McLean, the Washington sportsman, 
paid Kay Spence $10,000 for his contract. Last 
winter in Cuba Fator, Tommy Murray and Wida 
were the shining lights among the apprentices. Mur- 
ray was sold by Kay Spence to W. B. Tliroves of 
Oklahoma for $15,000, and he is at present re- 
garded as the equal of any jockey of his weight 
in America. 

EDUCATION IS MOST NEEDED. 

There is an nbundance of good riding material 
among the youth of the country. Progress is large- 
ly a matter of opportunity. Conditions have changed 
since the day when Father Bill Daly trained bis 
school with a bale stick. The erstwhile “Sage of 
Hartford” believed in hard knocks, and there never 
was a graduate of his that couldn’t use feet and 
hands on or off a horse’s back. It was a survival 
of the fittest, but from the aggregation came such 
splendid horsemen as Jimmy McLaughlin, Billy 
Fitzpatrick, “Snapper” Garrison, Winnie O’Connor, 
Johnny Lamle and other jockeys the like of which, 
with possibly one exception, the turf does not possess 
today. 

It would surprise many to learn that the per- 
centage of illiteracy among jockeys and stable boys 
is low. Edward J. Matthew, field inspector for the 
New York State Military Training Commission, who 
has made au extensive investigation, said yester- 
day: 

“In following tip my work on the race tracks 
I found three high school graduates in the ranks of 
the jockeys, while the stable boys ’and apprentices 
would average about the seventh grade. It was 
a surprise to me. I understand that in former days 
of the turf there were schools operated in the 
Ticinity of the various courses, and that it was 
compulsory for these stable lads to attend. I am 
told that the racing authorities paid the teachers. 

"That was a good work, and I have taken up 
the mutter of reinstating those schools. The board 
of education will gluilly furnish the teaching staff. 
A letter to the Jockey Club has brought the assur- 
siuce of its desire to co-operate, and it is hoped that 
the schools will be opened during the coming 
winter.”

LOUISVILLE. Ky., July 19. — A number of horses 
here are mending from injuries received at Latonia, 
among them being Bellsolar, which was badly cut 
down behind upon the occasion of her last start. 
The wound is healing nicely and she bids fair to 
be ready in ample time for fall racing. Sam Freed- 
mun, Oscar Ueluu’s good two-year-old, is another 
-with a cut leg, and it is also meuding rapidly. He 
tsustained the injury previous to the running of the 
Ctocinuati Trophy and was sent to the post con- 
trary to the wishes of his trainer, Joe Umensetter, 
bo the latter said.

One Hundred and Fifty-nine Remain Eligible to 
L&tonia’s Championship Stakes. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 19.— Of the 471 thor- 
oughbreds originally entered in the Latonia Cham- 
pionship Stakes, America’s richest race, the first 
running of which will take place at the coming 
autumn meeting at the Latoaia track, 159 are elig- 
ible for the $50,000 event, the final payment of 
$100 each having been made on this number. In- 
cluded in the list are horses from all parts of the 
world, and never before on an American race track 
did a stake event have such an iuternationnl aspect. 

To a foreigner, W. 8. Heather, of 15 Hillmorton 
Road, Rugby, Knglaud, fell the honor of keeping the 
most eligibles in the race, he having nine horses en- 
tered, all imported stock. Whether he will send 
any of them after the coveted prise is not known 
at the present time, but after spending as much 
money as he has to keep them eligible, it is more 
than likely that his colors will be seen in the big 
race. He named four colts and five fillies as his 
representatives, and all of them are bred in the 
purple. foreign horn, horses have always shown a 
liking for a long route of ground, and the distance 
of the Championship Stakes, one and three-quarter 
miles, should be just to their liking. 

The Heather horses in the stake are The Turk, 
bay colt, by Fowling-piece — Aioquin; Liberty Light, 
bay colt, by Llangwm — Purple Light; Sinn Feiner, 
bay colt, by Land League — Mill Bay; Blue Blazes, 
bay colt, by Fariman — Violet Light; Wheel of For- 
tune, bay filly, by Heliotrope — Hutton’s System; 
Colored Bess, bay filly, by Heliotrope — Black Bess; 
Noble Duchess, bay filly, by Heliotrope — Cross 
Duchess; Heatless Day, bay filly, by Heliotrope — 
Dead Heat, and Ilelioden, bay or brown XUly, by 
Heliotrope^Minden. 

George J. Long of Louisville, owner of Bashford 
Manor Farm, one of America’s most popular sports- 
men, is second on tbe list of eligibles, he having six 
remaining in the big stake, Lancelot. Clermont, 
Retta B., Constantine, Pizarro and Ulster Queen. 
The chief dependence of the Long establishment in 
the rich affair will naturally be Clermont, and 
while he went wrong at Latonia during the recent 
spring meeting, trainer Pete Coyne expects to have 
him back in his best form long before time for the 
running of the big race. 

SARATOGA THE TESTING GROUND. 

Turf patrons in tills section are eagerly awaiting 
the opening of the Saratoga meeting, as many of 
the crack threc-year-olds which will later contest 
in the Latonia Championship Stakes will be seen 
in action often there and they will be able to get 
a line on their ability. It is the season of the 

year now where horses should be at the top of 
their form, and as the year grows older they natur- 
ally get better. Conditioning a thoroughbred for 
such a grueling race as the Championship Stakes 
promises to be, and over such a route of ground, 
would be an unusually hard task earlier in the year, 
but when trainers have the entire summer to work 
with their charges it is not such a job. 

M. J. Winn, vice-president and general manager 
of the Kentucky Jockey Club, is now in the east 
conferring with the owners and trainers of the high- 
class horses which are eligible for the big stake, and 
lie will bend every effort to get as many of them to 
come to Latonia as possible. The easterners have 
always had a lot of confidence in manager Winn, 
as is shown by the way that they respond with en- 
tries to the Kentucky Derby, and they can be de- 
ltended upon to come in numbers after the richest 
three-year-old stake in the world. It will not take 
much persuasion to get a man to ship his horse less 
than 1,000 miles to run for a race of $50,000. 

One starter from the east can be depended upon 
if lie does not go amiss, and that is Eternal, James 
W. McClelland's son of Sweep — Hazel Burke. Owner 
McClelland never overlooks an opportunity to start 
his good horse in a rich stake regardless of how 
far lie has to ship him, as was evidenced when he 
sent him from New York to Latonia to run in the 
Derby. Thus far in Kentucky McClelland has been 
unfortunate, as in both the Kentucky and Latonia 
Derby* Eternal was forced to run over a muddy 
track and .regardless of what any one else says, 
his owner contends that track conditions caused 
him to make a poor showing both times. 

ETERNAL MORE THAN A SPRINTER. 

Eternal has been accused of being a sprinter, 
but he disproved this when he won a stake recently 
at Aqueduct and ran one and one-eighth miles in 
1:49%. When at his best he will run as far as 
horses go, and he has shown in all of his late 
races that he is getting better as be goes along. 

P. A. Clark lias a trio of eligibles in Dunboyne, 
winner of the 1918 Futurity; Polka Dot, which won 
the Coaching Club Ouks at Belmont Park last 
spring, and Merry Princess, a daughter of Spanish 
Prince — Merriment. Polka Dot is a sister to the 
former crack long route mare Embroidery, being by 
Celt — Network, and she has demonstrated that a 
long distance of ground, such as tbe Latonia pbam- 
pionship Stakes will be over, will be in her favor. 
Dunboyne went wrong tbe first part of this year 
and has not been racing lately, but if there is any 
chance to bring him back to tbe races in time to 
fill his stake engagements at the Covington track 
lie will be gotten ready for the rich event. 

Unlike in the Derby races, there will be no al- 
lowances other than the usual sex allowance of 
three pounds, and this will eliminate all chances

These are all well-bred enough to suggest a wide 
range of possibilities, but tlie rumor referred to 
does not single the particular star or stars out. 
Early in the spring Pitter Patter was re]>orted to. 
be a clinker, but nothing has been heard of him 
recently. 

Regardless of this dark division the public per- 
formers of the Whitney stable constitute a band 
unmatched as a whole by the two-year-olds of any 
other stable in the country. Without taking the 
string raced by Mose Goldblatt into account, it 
lias already won with Afternoon, Amaze, Cobwebs, 
Flying Witch, Guess Again, Panoply, Qnerca, 
Rowes Bud, Upset, Wendy and Wildair, and most 
of them have won in a way to suggest their 
'Capability of bolding their own with the best 
of their age in training. 

Most of the older horses in the Whitney stable 
are magnificent cripples, and its main reliance this 
year must be its two-year-olds. There is an abun- 
dance of them and good ones. In this connection the 
entire Whitney stable list, able and disabled, is of 
interest, and here it is:

Purchase Wins Empire City Derby 
and Carmandale Takes the 
Whirl Stakes. 



NEW YORK, N, Y., July 19. — Both stake races 
carded for decision today were contested by small 
fields, in one of which — the Empire City Derby — • 
only three horses faced the barrier, and two of them 
— Purchase and Cirrus — composed the Hildreth entry. 
The other race — the Whirl Stakes — for two-year-olds, 
worth $3,900 to the winner, only attracted four 
starters, among which Carmandale triumphed. The 
Carman colt was highly thought of last spring in 
Maryland, but was beaten with regularity In his 
later starts. Today he showed the most speed and 
was an easy winner from Feodor and Royal Duck. 

The Empire City Derby was worth $3,850 to the 
winner, S. C. Hildreth declaring to win with Pur- 
chase, which was carrying 130 pounds instead of 
125 as originally carded. The handsome son of 
Ormondale did not settle in bis stride until tnrned 
into the backstretch, where Knapp took his time. 
Cirrus was leading Balustrade, tbe wily other 
starter, by a scant margin, but when Purchase 
came up on the outside on the stretch turn, being 
carried slightly wide. Cirrus faded away, and under 
mild pursuasion Purchase galloped home hard held 
at the finish. 

Heavy rain fell before and during the running 
of the first race, which was taken by Osgood in 
easy fashion. 

Tailor Maid, after racing into a long lead in the 
second, held Lucius safe in the stretch. The latter 
horse began slowly,’ but made up a world of 
ground while going up the backstretch in a man- 
ner that led liis backers to believe he would have 
won had he begun better. 

AUTOMOMILES BY THE HUNDRED. 

The crowd at Empire City was so great today that 
it was next to impossible to move around, notwith- 
standing the had weather. Hundreds of automobiles 
were forced to park on the roads and in the woods 
surrounding the track. 

Tailor Maid was claimed out of the second race by 
John Shaughnessy for $2,000. 

Bucklaide, well backed in the final race, failed 
his backers, the winner turning up in Allivan, 
which came from behind to win easily. 

Conduit was claimed Friday by J. V. Murphy 
for $2,005. Warsaw went to Paul Connelly for 
$1,905. Green Gold was retained by bis owner for 
$2,510, and Poacher remained with Hildreth on his 
bid of $2,505. The last three claims were in 

Thursday’s racing. 

G. A. Cochran was as pleased as a boy with a 
new toy when his pet mare Fairy Wand won. It 
was the first time he had seen his colors in front 
in more than two years. While Mr. Cochran has 
but a small string of horses at present, he has a 
number of the rising generation of thoroughbreds 
on his Mount Kisco farm. 

The claiming rale is giving owners a lot of 
thought just now. It costs a heap of money to 
keep a horse if it is entered too cheaply. Hardly 
a day passes but at least three horses change 
ownership or are protected at a high figure. 

Reports from Saratoga slate that all horses be- 
ing shipped there are arriving in good condition. 

Admiral Grayson, who accompanied President 
Wilson on liis European trips, was a visitor yester- 
day. Admiral Grayson is a great admirer ot the 
thoroughbred. 

It. L. Itresler will not ship his stable to Sara- 
toga, but will rest his horses at the Jamaica track 
until the autumn racing.

Thus tlie Kentucky 
Stakes of a guaranteed value of $2,500 with selling 
conditions is offered for two-year-old fillies. It 
docs not necessarily follow that all entered in such 
an event ns the Kentucky Stakes are of mediocre 
quality, oftentimes several of the least promising 
developing into topnotchers. The liigh-class filly 
Red Red Rose Is in the entries to the Kentucky 
Stakes, as arc such good ones as Cobwebs from the 
Whitney stable; Lovely, Ton jours, Kallipolis, Mile. 
Dnzie and others. The best of these will hardly 
start in tlie Kentucky Stakes, which will not in 
itself detract from the interest in that event as a 
larger and better matched field will be the inevita- 
ble result, assuring an interesting race.

ORBY’S RACING INCONSISTENCY 

Orby, Richard Croker’s Irish -American stallion, 
which is in the lend as the sire of winners of Eng- 
land this year, was an exceptionally fast horse, 
hut was troubled with poor hoofs, which caused 
him at two years of age to give some disappoint- 
ing displays in public after being highly tried in 
private. His first race was at Leopardstown, Ire- 
land, in the Londonderry Plate, for which he 
started at 3 to 1 on und was beaten by two 
lengths und a short head by Gleg and Affiant. In a 
private trial for this race Orby was pitted against 
two good hundieup horses, one a live and the other 
a four-year-old. Orby was asked to give the older 
horse fourteen and the other twenty-eight pounds, 
uud he won pulling up, yet was beaten easily by a 
colt of his own age in the race at level weights. 
The trial horse which bad twenty -eight pounds 
allowance from Orby when the latter won met Orby’a 
conqueror a mouth before the Londonderry Plate 
and gave him fourteen pounds and u beating by 
two lengths and a half. Orby’s next start at two 
years also resulted iu a third, und he did not race 
again until he was a tliree-year-old, when he won 
four races out of five starts, which Included the 
Epsom Derby of 1907. That was the Inst of him on 
the turf, which resulted in four wins and two 
thirds out of seven races, for (39,200,

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



CHICAGO, 111., July 19. — Weather forecast: Illi- 
nois and Wisconsin — Fair tonight and probably 
Sunday. Not much change in temperature. Mis- 
souri — Partly cloudy tonight and Sunday. Probably 
unsettled in west portions; not much change in 
temperature. General forecast: With tlic exception 

of local thunder showers in the southern pin ins 
states, mostly fair weather is probable in this fore- 
cast district during, the next 315 hours. There will 
be little change in temperature. 

LONDON, England, July 19. — Nineteen thousand 
allied soldiers — picked men from famous combat 
divisions the names of which are written large 011 
the pages of history of the world war — marched 
through London’s streets today in celebration of 
the return of pence. The line of parade was more 
than six miles in length and required over au hour 
to pass a given laiint. The 19,000 paraders camped 
at Kensington gardens yesterday and last night. 
They were drawn from British, American, French, 
Italian, Belgian, Japanese, Polish. Roumanian, Por- 
tuguese, Serbian, Siamese aiul Czechoslovakian 
armies. Ill the line of march the contingents were 
arranged in alphabetical order, the Americans lead- 
ing the parade. The Americans, led by Gen. John 
J. Pershing, marched in three battalions of 33 of- 
ficers and 1,100 men each. Belgium had in line 440 
officers and men, led by Gen. Gillian; France was 
represented by 900 men and Italy by 833. There 
were 5 officers and 30 men for each of the other 
allied nations. 

OLD POINT COMFORT, Va., July 19. — The van- 
guard of the Pacific fleet sailed from its anchorage 
here at 8:30 a. m. bound for t lie western coast via 
the Panama canal. No unusual ceremonies marked 
the departure of the six siiperdreadnoiights and 
thirty*destroyers and tenders which are leading the 
way for the 200 naval craft assigned to Pacific 
waters. The beginning of the voyage marks an 
epoch in American naval history. For the first 
time tlie fleet lias been divided, with exactly half 
of its power assigned to guard the western sea- 
board. For the first time also the strategic value 
of the canal is to lie fully tested when Admiral 
High Rodman moves his armada through to Pa- 
cific waters. And for the first time Americans of 
the far west are to see with their own eyes tlie 
full pomp and power of the navy that has been 
their pride for years. 

EL PASO, Texas. July 19.— Like the chain of 
forts built in tlie days of the Indians to guard the 
Staked Plain and the southwest from raids by 
marauding bands of savages, tlie United States 
army is building permanent outposts along tlie 
Mexican border to prevent inetirsions by armed 
bands of Mexican bandits across the border. These 
will extend from the Pacific to the mouth of the 
Kio Grande at Brownsville, Texas, and will be gar- 
risoned by detachments of infantry and cavalry 
from tlie southern department. 

HELSINGFORS, Finland, Friday, July 18. — (De- 
layed). — Twenty thousand hostages are reported to 
have been arrested in Petmgrad in the last three 
weeks and Petrograd newspapers publish almost 
daily lists of from fifty to 100 persons who have 
been executed for various reasons. Tlie names of 
all those in charge of tlie diplomatic archives of 
foreign legations in Petrograd appear on the lists. 
A Russian general seventy years old is reported 
to have lieen shot for having in his rooms weapons 
which he was keeping as trophies. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.— Tlie 8613.000,000 
sundry civil appropriation bill, revised by Congress 
to meet his objections, was signed today by Presi- 
dent Wilson. The new bill carries 814,000,000 for 
tlie rehabilitation and education of disabled service 
men, as agaipst $6,000.1X10 in the measure vetoed 
liy the president a week ago. lneluded iu the bill 
are appropriations for various government depart- 
ments, some of which have lieen leeliuieally witli 
out funds since beginning of fiscal year, July 1. 

WASHINGTON. I>. July 19.— Charges that

rency, ajdt-d itis brother, Louis B. Williams of 



Richmond, Va., in negotiating for tlie purchase by 
the government of property in Washington valued 
at $4,200,000 and received part of the commission 
for the sale, were made before the house rules 
committee today by Representative McFadden (rep.) 
of Pennsylvania. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 19.— The Chicago fire de- 
partment responded to fire calls today with usual 
promptness and effectiveness despite tlie strike of 
nearly 250 engineers, who resigned following their 
failure to obtain full* satisfaction in their salary 
demands on the city. Their places were imme- 
diately filled by other members of the department, 
who were familiar witli the handling of both steam 
and gasoline engines. 

SPOKANE, Wash., July 19. — Forest fires, flam- 
ing into tlie air from scores of points within au 
area of several hundred square miles iu western 
Montana and northern Idaho, early today were 
threatening at least three small towns in Montana 
and hud consumed millions of feet of valuable 
timlier, government and privately owned. Three 
thousand men are employed fighting tlie fires.
